WHEREAS, the world lost one of its most interesting
writers with the passing of Kurt Vonnegut on April 11,
2007; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Vonnegut, who served in the Army
during World War Il and was captured by Germany during
the Battle of the Bulge, survived the Allied bombing
of Dresden where he was held prisoner; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Vonnegut was a teacher and lecturer at
the University of lowa"s renowned Writers®™ Workshop
from 1965 to 1967; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Vonnegut is viewed as a key influence
in the shaping of twentieth=century American
literature; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Vonnegut, a self=described religious
skeptic and freethinking humanist, used his
protagonists to create social commentary about culture
and history; and

novels, including the literary classics
"Slaughterhouse=Five" and "Cat"s Cradle" and the 2005
best seller "A Man Without a Country"; NOW THEREFORE,
